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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  of  the 
New  York  Post-Graduate  Hospital: 

I  present  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  of  work 
accomplished  in  the  Babies'  Wards  from  January,  1925,  to  January, 
1926. 

During  the  past  year  1,594  babies  were  admitted  to  the  Wards 
and  13,613  days  of  hospital  care  were  given. 

In  March  we  had  a  most  successful  benefit  for  the  Wards  at 
which  we  cleared  $5,540,  and  in  November  another  benefit  brought 
us  £7,064. 90.  These  sums  replenished  our  depleted  treasury  and 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  do  many  things  necessary  for  the  efficiency 
of  our  work  and  comfort  of  our  patients,  and  left  a  much-needed 
balance  for  emergencies,  such  as  a  fund  for  blood  transfusion  when 
the  family  cannot  supply  a  donor,  or  is  too  poor  to  pay  for  one, 
or  special  nurses  for  very  sick  children. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  McKernon  and  to  the 
directors  and  medical  staff  of  the  hospital  as  well  as  to  our  members 
and  man}-  good  friends  for  their  generous  help  and  splendid  co- 
operation. 

The  Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff  and  the  Speed- 
well Society  took  many  of  our  babies  during  the  hot  summer 
months  and  gave  them  much-needed  fresh  air  and  nursing  care 
during  their  convalescence.  To  them,  and  to  Dr.  Dennett,  Dr. 
LeFetra,  Col.  Trimble  and  the  members  of  the  staff,  we  express 
our  deep  appreciation. 

Before  passing  on  to  the  reports  of  the  various  committees  I 
want  to  quote  briefly  from  our  Head  Supervisor's  report  on  two 
cases  of  especial  interest  among  the  many  that  have  been  treated 

in  the  Wards:   Henrietta  C  ,  a  small  girl  suffering  with 

Pott's  disease,  lay  flat  upon  her  back  for  months— part  of  the  time 
in  a  plaster  cast.  At  last,  in  March,  a  new  brace  was  ordered  and 
the  doctor  promised  that  she  would  soon  be  able  to  walk  and  per- 
haps even  run  about.  Indeed,  we  have  heard  that  since  leaving 
the  hospital  Henrietta  is  going  to  school  and  walks  quite  nicely. 
While  she  still  lay  quite  ill  one  of  the  most  exciting  events  in  her 
life  took  place.  One  of  the  papers  was,  at  that  time,  running  a 
contest  in  which  any  child  under  thirteen  might  compete  by 
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coloring  the  head  of  Baby  Peggy.  Henrietta  was  given  one  of  the 
pictures  to  color  and  did  it  so  well  that  it  was  sent  in  for  her.  In 
a  few  days  she  received  a  letter  from  Baby  Peggy  to  come  to  the 
Hippodrome  for  a  prize.  Permission  was  obtained  from  t  he 
doctors  and  she  was  taken  to  the  theatre.  By  placing  her  in  a 
horizontal  position  and  tipping  her  frame  Henrietta  had  an  excel- 
lent view  of  the  stage  and  was  simply  entranced.  After  the  per- 
formance she  was  presented  with  a  large  Baby  Peggy  Doll,  and 
was  taken  behind  the  scenes  to  see  Baby  Peggy.

Another  case  which  caused  much  interest  and  publicity  was  that 

of  Josephine  F  ,  an  eleven  months'  old  child  who  swallowed 

an  open  safety-pin.  Before  being  brought  into  the  Babies'  Wards 
the  child  had  been  in  a  hospital  in  New  Jersey  for  four  days  where 
every  attempt  had  been  made  to  remove  the  pin.  She  was  admitted 
to  the  Babies'  Wards  in  the  afternoon.  An  x-ray  was  immediately 
taken  showing  the  open  safety-pin  point  up  in  the  esophagus.  At 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  an  esophagoscopy  was  performed, 
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the  pin  closed  and  removed  in  three  minutes.  Following  this  the 
child  wa.s  able  to  swallow  without  difficulty  and  was  sent  home  the 
second  day  in  good  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NURSING  COMMITTEE  OF 
THE  BABIES  WARDS 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  of  the 
New  York  Post-Graduate  Hospital: 

Mrs.  McKelvey  resigned  as  supervising  nurse  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  in  April  of  this  year  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Williams,  was 
temporarily  appointed  to  fill  her  place.  For  nearly  six  months 
Miss  Williams  has  filled  this  position  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
the  doctors,  executives  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Nursing  Committee. 
The  Wards  have  been  neat  and  clean  at  any  hour  your  chairman 
visited  them;  the  pupil  nurses  are  under  good  discipline,  and  each 
baby  seems  to  get  kindly,  intelligent  and  individual  care.  Your 
Nursing  Committee,  therefore,  recommended  that  she  be  per- 
manently appointed  Supervisor  of  the  Babies'  Wards. 

Miss  Low  acted  as  Miss  Williams'  day  assistant  during  part  of 
the  summer,  but  suddenly  resigned  to  be  married.  Her  place  was 
filled  by  a  pupil  nurse  for  a  time;  and  now  Miss  Hammond  is  her 
assistant  and  is  filling  the  position  in  a  satisfactory'  manner.  Pupil 
nurses  have  acted  as  night  supervisors  most  of  the  summer  and  are 
covering  the  ground  very  well.  At  the  present  time  a  pupil  nurse 
is  acting  as  night  supervisor.  Although  there  have  been  a  small 
number  of  babies  in  the  Wards  during  the  summer,  there  have 
been  a  large  proportion  of  extremely  ill  babies  and  Miss  Williams 
has  had,  at  all  times,  plenty  of  nurses  to  cover  the  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  of  the 
New  York  Post-Graduate  Hospital: 

The  attending  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  Babies'  Wards 
wish  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  splendid 
work  they  are  doing.  It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  we  note  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Charles  S.  McVeigh  as  Chairman  of  the  Ladies' 
Board.  Her  untiring  zeal,  devotion  to  detail,  and  sympathetic 
co-operation  has  been  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us. 

The  year  that  is  coming  to  a  close  has  been  a  very  successful  one 
from  a  medical  standpoint.  The  statistics  will  be  given  elsewhere, 
but  we  have  had  the  usual  number  of  babies  with  serious  acute 
illnesses  that  have  come  and  gone.  During  the  summer  and  fall 
months  the  census  was  rather  low  comparatively,  but  upon  careful 
inquiry  at  similar  institutions,  not  only  throughout  New  York  City, 
but  throughout  the  State,  it  was  found  that  acute  illness  was  at  a 
low  ebb  during  this  period,  partly  due  to  the  extensive  preventive 
work  that  is  now  going  on  everywhere.  Many  of  the  small  infants, 
so-called  feeding  cases,  who  never  prospered  in  the  wards  of  any 
hospital,  are  now  being  treated  in  the  dispensary,  and  it  must  be 
recognized  that  the  most  can  be  accomplished  in  wards  of  this 
sort  by  admitting  only  the  very  acutely  ill,  especially  those  under 
eight  or  ten  months  of  age. 

We  feel  that  the  nursing  staff  under  Miss  Williams'  guidance  has 
done  splendid  work  and  that  the  wards  were  never  better  super- 
vised than  they  are  at  the  present  time.  The  personal  interest 
given  to  every  patient  and  the  individual  nursing  care  which  they 
receive  is  of  just  as  much  importance  as  skillful  medical  and  surgi- 
cal treatment.  All  connected  with  the  Babies'  Wards  have 
realized  the  importance  of  individualizing  and  mothering,  for 
without  it  children  will  not  thrive  in  institutions.  Contagion  in 
any  children's  institution  is  one  of  the  greater  problems  and  we 
have  been  particularly  fortunate  this  year  in  not  having  any  real 
epidemic.  The  number  of  contagious  cases  have  been  remarkably 
small  in  comparison  with  the  size  of  the  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  NURSES 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee  of  the 
New  York  Post-Graduate  Hospital: 

As  the  year  closes  and  I  look  back  upon  the  work  completed, 
I  find  it  difficult  to  set  before  you,  in  the  allotted  space,  an  adequate 
story  of  our  activities,  of  the  amount  of  suffering  alleviated,  and  of 
the  many  little  children  literally  brought  back  to  life  and  health. 

The  statistical  report  will  furnish  information  as  to  the  number 
of  babies  actually  cared  for  during  these  twelve  months.  The 
census  has  ranged  between  thirty  and  forty  cases  daily,  low  in 
comparison  to  last  year,  but  our  records  show  that  our  surgical 
cases  have  been  fewer  whereas  our  medical  service  has  been  un- 
usually active.  Going  over  the  list  of  children's  diseases  in  Dr. 
Holt's  Book  with  one  of  the  house  staff,  we  found  that  all  the 
known  diseases,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  very  unusual  and  rare 
conditions,  had  been  treated  in  our  Babies'  Wards. 

Our  share  of  contagion  this  past  year  has  been  very  generous 
indeed,  and  the  Isolation  Pavilion  has  been  open  a  greater  part  of 
the  time.  Notwithstanding  the  placing  of  one  or  more  of  our 
wards  in  quarantine  by  the  Board  of  Health  at  various  times, 
with  the  exception  of  one  week,  admission  of  sick  babies  has  not 
been  barred. 

Many  improvements  in  the  department  have  made  for  greater 
efficiency  and  comfort.  We  are  indebted  to  the  building  superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital  for  placing  two  doors  where  they  were 
needed;  for  the  installation  of  two  extra  radiators  in  the  wards 
for  added  warmth  during  the  cold  weather  and  for  taking  care  of 
the  numerous  daily  repairs  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the 
Babies'  Wards. 

The  addition  of  new  dishes  to  the  kitchen,  the  restocking  of  our 
linen  and  clothes  cupboards  by  the  various  committees  and  the 
contribution  of  new  baby  scales  by  Mrs.  McVeigh  have  made  the 
equipment  adequate  and  complete. 

The  installing  of  new  glass  screens,  of  which  we  already  have 
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several  between  the  beds,  will  make  each  bed  a  separate  unit  and 
the  chance  for  ward  infections  will  be  greatly  lessened. 

After  recovery  from  illness,  twelve  children  were  sent  to  Sea 
Cliff  for  convalescence  during  the  summer.  The  Little  children  are 
fortunate,  indeed,  that  there  is  such  a  place  as  the  convalescent 
home  for  babies,  where  they  can  become  strong  again  and  enjoy 
the  sunlight  and  sea  air  after  leaving  the  hospital  bed,  instead  of 
going  back  to  the  tenements. 

Our  own  roof  garden,  with  its  banks  of  flowers,  was  a  veritable 
little  country  playground  for  the  children  this  summer.  Except 
in  rainy  weather,  from  eight  to  twelve  convalescent  children 
enjoyed  the  sunshine  and  outdoor  toys  here  every  day  under  the 
care  of  Eva,  our  little  nursemaid,  who  has  served  faithfully  for  the 
past  thirteen  years. 

Forty  children  have  received  one  or  more  blood  transfusions. 
It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  ladies  to  know  that  the  number  of 
transfusions  has  been  so  high.  With  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
cases  this  new  blood  has  seemed  to  help  where  all  other  methods 
have  failed.  Our  emergency  fund  has  been  very  helpful  in  paying 
for  professional  donors  for  children  whose  families  were  too  poor 
to  pay. 

The  various  holidays,  notably  Christmas,  Easter,  Flag  Day  and 
Thanksgiving,  have  been  made  so  happy  by  the  donations  of  the 
ladies,  which  enabled  us  to  give  the  children  special  little  parties. 
Flowers  in  season  have  decked  the  wards  colorfully,  and  above  all 
the  frequent  visits  of  members  of  the  Ladies'  Committee  have 
brought  good  cheer  to  the  nurses  as  well  as  the  babies. 

Co-operation  from  the  Directress  of  Nurses,  Miss  Wilson,  and 
her  assistants  has  been  splendid  and  we  have  never  once  suffered 
from  shortage  of  nurses.  In  fact,  we  have  been  able,  with  our 
sufficient  force,  to  administer  not  alone  to  the  physical  ills  of  the 
children  but  have  tried  to  take  the  places  of  mothers  for  the  time 
being  in  the  hearts  of  the  little  ones. 

I  wish  here  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  for  the  never-failing 
help,  encouragement  and  kindness  extended  to  me  and  my  as- 
sistants by  all  members  of  the  Ladies'  Committee  and  also  appre- 
ciation to  Dr.  Dennett,  Director  of  the  Department,  who  has 
aided  me  over  the  rough  places  in  the  supervision  of  the  wards. 

My  appointment  as  supervisor  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  in  Novem- 
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her,  after  serving  in  the  capacity  of  assistant  for  two  years,  was 
indeed  gratifying  and  a  great  honor.  During  this  time  I  have 
become  peculiarly  attached  to  my  work  among  the  children,  and, 
with  your  help,  I  shall  endeavor  to  prove  your  faith  in  me  not  in 
vain  during  the  coming  year.

Dresses  for  girls,  pink  and  blue;  sizes  1  year  to  8  years. 
Rompers  for  boys,  pink  and  blue :  sizes,  6  years  to  8  years. 
Shoes:    boys,  1  year  to  8  years;  girls,  1  year  to  12  years. 
Shoes  are  particularly  needed  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

II.  Small  toys,  victrola  records,  books,  help  the  children  to  pass 
many  tedious  hours. 

III.  Ice  cream,  fruit,  hard  candy,  cakes,  jelly. 

IV.  Flowers— plants— are  especially  welcome  at  all  times. 
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The  Hospital  can  provide  opera- 
tive treatment  for  babies  only 
up  to  the  bed  capacity  of  our 
Wards.  Contributions  of  any 
amount  are  needed  to  extend 
care  to  many  waiting  babies. 

Beds  supported  by  yearly  gifts 
of  $200  are  at  the  constant  ser- 
vice of  babies  whose  parents  are 
unable  to  pay  the  costs  of  hos- 
pital care. 

To  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
some  one  we  have  loved  is  the 
purpose  of  the  endowed  beds  in 
the  Babies'  Wards.  Their  shields 
bear  names  inscribed  in  Mem- 
ory's Service. 
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
